Uhe LAND OF DEMONS 



A MONG the head-hunting native 
■ f * tribes of interior Borneo exist 
many curious and weird beliefs con- 
cerning devils, spirits and pagan gods. 
In fact, the Kayan name for spirits is 
"Toh," which is assumed to be a cor- 
ruption of the Malayan language word 
"Hantu," meaning ghost. By an odd 
coincidence, "hantu" can be changed 
to the English "haunt" if only two let- 
ters are rearranged. 

In their primitive religion, the Bor- 
neo savages address their prayers to 
Ballingo, the thunder god, Laki Pesong, 
the fire devil, and to three nameless 
deities who are supposed to be the gods 
of life. In addition, the Kayans wor- 
ship numberless lesser devils believed 
to be the malevolent masters of fear, 
cowardice, insanity and sickness. 
Strangely enough, the native "Toh," 
or • ghost-spirits, usually include the 
souls of wild and domesticated animals 
as well as men and women. 

With many of the jungle tribes, this 
eerie devil-spirit religion is actually at 
the root of the Borneo warrior's habit 
of bunting and taking human heads. 
An enemy's soul is presumed to be cap- 
tured and imprisoned when his head 
is severed from his body, dried, and 
preserved as a trophy. 

Hence it is a mark of distinction and 
accomplishment of a native of Borneo 
to slay as many tribal enemies as pos-' 
sible and to keep their heads on display 
in his hut. The more heads a warrior 
possesses, the more enslaved souls he 
can claim as invisible captive prisoners! 

Nor is this gruesome display of 
trophies a mere mark of war-like 



prowess. Toh-spirits are believed to 
haunt the jungles, the fields, and the 
crops. By killing an enemy, you release 
his soul; and then it becomes a wander^ 
ing and malignant wraith seeking to 
do damage. It is believed to have the 
powers of a devil, causing crop failure, 
hunting accidents, and illness. 

But if you take that enemy's head 
into your hut, his Toh is held in cap- 
tivity and can do you no harm! 

Demonology enters into the Borneo 
native's belief in omens. Signs and 
portents of the future are observed in 
the cries of birds and beasts, as well as 
by the entrails of sacrificially butchered 
pigs and fowls. The flight of birds to 
the observer's left is considered to be 
a token of good fortune; whereas a 
flight to the right -supposedly portends 
some disaster on its way to strike at the 
tribe. 

The significance of these bird-flights 
must always be checked and corrobor- 
ated, however, by the inspection of a 
slain animal's liver. In Borneo, the 
liver is considered to be the seat of 
omens; and when prayers are offered 
to the various Borneo devils and gods, 
it is believed that a supernatural an- 
swer can be obtained by examining a 
pig's liver. This organ, when removed, 
is devided into well-defined sections by 
the witch doctor or tribal priest, who 
then interprets the devil's answer. 

It is thought that the pig-sacrifice rite 
is a degeneration of customs which once 
were more murderous, wherein a hu- 
man member of the tribe was selected 
and slain by the medicine men. The 
liver of a youth or maiden thus killed 



would be probed for portents ; but today 
the natives seem to think a pig or chick- 
en will serve the purpose just as well. 

For which the growing boys and girls 
of an interior Borneo tribe can truly 
be thankful! 

Closely allied to the foregoing facts 
is the whole business of demonology. 

■ Demonology is a recognized science, 
according to most standard encyclopae- 
dias. Or at least it is a branch of the 
science of religion; and, as such, the 
study of devilsand deviltry has aroused 
the interest of scholars since the dawn 
of civilized education. 

Demons, when regarded as spirits, 
are usually divided into two major clas- 
sifications. The first class is human. The 
other is non-human, comprising all 
spirits which have never inhabited a 
living body. But among practically all 
primitive people, this distinction makes 
no difference as far as a demon's work 
is concerned. Human or otherwise, a 
demon exists only to create disease and 
hard luck! 

Among uncivilized tribes, sickness is 
rarely recognized as a natural occur- 
rence. All illnesses are attributed to 
malignant spirits and their devilishly 
magical influences. The belief is com- 
mon with savages that a demon enters 
a man's body and drinks his blood, 
thereby causing his health to go hay- 
wire. In a sense, the savage may not be 
so far wrong, at that. Educated scien- 
tists of the present day believe practical- 
ly the same thing — only the demons 
are called disease germs! 

In many tribes, the soul of a suicide 
is considered to be one of the worst 
demons of all. They cannot be reborn, 
and consequently remain forever hostile 
to all living men. This belief has a curi- 



ous counterpart in many modern civil* ; 
ized religions, which hold that a sui- 
cide's soul is doomed to eternal torment. 

Certain South African natives think 
snakes are demons^the spirits of de- 
parted tribal members returned to earth 
in a new incarnation. To this day, in 
European folklore, a similar supersti- 
tion is current concerning house snakes 
and the toads which live in dwelling 
cellars. These harmless creatures are 
popularly supposed to be the ghosts of 
former tenants. 

There are sections of Europe at the 
present time where even vegetation is 
assumed to possess a soul. This holds 
particularly true with regard to certain 
grains, such as corn. Many peasants in 
remote regions cling to the superstition 
that the "corn spirit" exists apart from 
the crop itself, sometimes in the form 
of a man or woman but more often in 
animal shape. 

The animal identified with the corn 
demon is occasionally killed in the 
Spring of the year so that its blood and 
bones may be mingled with the seed 
being planted. More often this grain- 
demon is thought to hide in the last 
acre of uncut crop; and as this final 
stand of corn is harvested, any animal 
which runs into view is immediately 
pursued and slain. Thus, good luck is 
believed to come to the harvest hands 
as well as to that portion of the reaped 
grain which is to be set aside as seed 
for the next season's planting. 

Even in the regions where the fore- 
going superstition has died out, a trace 
still exists — at least verbally. For the 
reaper who cuts the last ear of corn is 
said to have "killed the wolf" or "killed 
the dog." And by the very use of this 
phrase, civilized European farmers re- 
veal a link with primitive mankind !
